Llanerch Man Gives Gunner First Aid 
On Run Back From Bombing in France 



Technical Sergeant Louis J. 
Mostardi, 22, of 38 West Lanq- 
horne Avenue, Llanerch, radio 
operator and gunner on the 
Eighth Air Force Flying Fortress 
"Sioux City Queen", got his first 
chance to use first aid training 
given him in the AAF when the 
ball turret gunner of his ship was 
wounded. 

The "Sioux City Queen" had 
started its run back to England 
after blasting a German airfield 
at Bordeaux, France, when it was 
attacked by five Nazi fighters. 
During the air battle, Staff Ser- 
geant Harvey B. Norton of Me- 
dina. Texas, was wounded in the 
thigh by a- German bullet. Al- 



$27,500 Was Paid 
For Square Club 

Brookline Site Will Be 
Community Center 
After the War 



It was revealed this week 
that the Haverford Township 
School Board paid $27,500 for the 
Brookline Country Club with ad- 
jacent land. 

At the time the School Board 
voted to buy the property, which 
adjoins the High School plant in 
the rear, the figure was not dis- 
closed because negotiations were 
still in progress. 

The price was made known this 
week by Weidman and Stran- 
aghan, Inc.. Llanerch realtors, who 
handled the deal. The real estate 
brokers soid it for William C. Free- 
man, State secretary of Banking 
and receiver for the defunct Meri- 
on Title and Trust Company. It 
was held by the trust company 
when it closed its doors during 
the depression. 

The property consists of the 
clubhouse six acres of ground and 
an outside swimming pool and 
tennis courts. 

At present the property is being 
occupied by the U. S. Signal Corps 
as a training center. 

Settlement has been made for 
the property, O. B. Weidman, a 
member of the real estate firm, 
said this week.

"When I called the ground sta- 
tion and said we had a wounded 
man, the ambulance was right 
there waiting for us at the end of 
the runway," he said. 

After the "Sioux City Queen" 
landed at its base, it was found 
that the bullet lodging in Norton's 
thigh wa,s the only one striking 
the plane during its battle with 
the Nazi fighters. 

T/Sgt. Mostardi, who entered 
the AAF on December 8. 1942, is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Mostardi of Llanerch. He attend- 
ed Haverford Township High 
School, where he played in bas- 
ketball and baseball. •■ He was a 
clerk with the Auto Car Company 
of Philadelphia when he entered 
the armed forces.

Monday, March 13 

Infants and children are sus- 
ceptible to constipation. Parents 
too often treat constipation casu- 
ally. Constipation in infants may 
become chronic in. later years. It 
is frequently accompanied by di- 
stressing conditions. Headaches, 
nervousness, and gastro-intestinal 
disorders. The causes of constipa- 
tion are many and varied. In some 
cases there seems to be hereditary 
predisposition. Proper habit for- ' 
mation is of most importance with 
infants. The infant should be 
started early in life in this train- 
ing. Older children with consti- 
pation are usually sallow and 
languid. The habitual use of ca- 
thartics and enemas is not good. 
Healthy, wisely fed and trained 
children are rarely constipated. 
Tuesday* March 14 

Skin specialists just now are of 
great importance. Skin disease is 
the greatest physical cause of ab- 
senteeism. Almost any substance 
used in industry may cause a rash. 

No one method of control will 
solve the problem. Effective pre- 
ventive measures include two ma- 
jor factors. Wear protective de- 
vices and properly cleanse the 
skin. Protective clothing and 
creams help minimize the hazard. 
Harsh rubbing mixtures and 
strong solvents are harmful. It is 
difficult to determine employees' 
sensitivity in advance. Control 
protection. Dermatology mini- 
centers in job transfer, cleanliness, 
mizes absenteeism in War indus- 
tries. 

Wednesday, March 15 

Many infectious diseases are be- 
ing brought under control. This 
through vaccines, serums, sulfa 
drugs, and penicillin. Other dis- 
eases, neither bacterial nor in- 
fectious, are stubborn. One which 
interests many is peptic ulcer. The 
symptoms of peptic ulcer are usu- 
ally clearly defined. What causes 
peptic ulcer? Some claim the 
cause originates in the nervous 
svstem. Emotional disturbances 
often affect the stomach secre- 
tions. Pain, fear, anger, worry 
may cause gastrointestinal upsets. 
Heredity doubtless plays a part in 
ulcer development. Treatment in- 
cludes sound knowledge of dietary 
needs. Emphasis is placed on re- 
laxation and mental rehabilita- 
tion. 

Thursday, March 16 

Is your baby an air swallower? 
Swallowing of air is the cause of 
much stomach distention. Does 
baby suck on an empty bottle, a 
pacifier, or a thumb? Are the nip- 
ple holes too small, causing baby 
to suck air? Enemas, belching, and 
heat to the abdomen may give re- 
lief. Some babies produce gas on 
whatever formula they take. Gas 
may be due to an immature diges- 
tive tract. This is not a serious 
condition, and baby soon outgrows 



it. Unfortunate is the baby who 
is allergic to substances. He breaks 
out in a rash when a certain food 
is given. Baby's primary interest 
in life is food. He should be pro- 
vided with suitable food in ade- 
quate amount. 

Friday, March 17 
Fractures of the spinal column 
are common. They comprise six 
per cent of all broken bones. Great 
violence is not necessary to frac- 
ture a spinal vertebra. Falls and 
auto accidents cause most such 
fractures. The vertebral or spinal 
column encloses the spinal cord. 
When the cord is injured, there 
is usually paralysis. Paralysis may 
be partial or complete. When the 
corci is crushed, muscles and or- 
gans are powerless. The X-ray de- 
fines the fracture of a spinal col- 
umn. Victims of a fractured ver- 
tebra should be handled carefully. 
Reckless first aid often increases 
damage to the cord. Victims of 
back injuries have died from such 
handling.

Higher Courts of Pennsylania 

Pennsylvania has two higher 
judical bodies, the Supreme Court 
and Superior Court. The members 
of the Supreme Court are called 
Justices, with one of their number 
designated as the Chief Justice. 
The members of the Superior Court 
are called Judges, headed by a 
President Judge. The Supreme 
Court was organized more than a 
century and a half before the Su- 
perior Court and the laws govern- 
ing this body are a part of the 
Constitution. 

The Supreme Court was origin- 
aly created by the Provincial As- 
sembly on May 22. 1772 long be- 
fore the adoption of our present 
State Constitution. At that time it 
was provided that the Court 
should consist of one Chief Justice 
and two Associate Justices. In the 
following years until 1876, the 
number of Justices, as provided by 
law, varied from three to five. 
Since the Constitution of 1876, 
however, the number has remain- 
ed at seven. At first, the Justices 
were generally appointed by the 
President of the Provincial Council 
and their terms of office varied 
from a few years to life. In 1850. 
by Constitutional amendment, the 
judiciary were made elective and 
in 1876. their term of office was 
iixed at 21 years, with the provi- 
sion that they are not eligible for 
re-election. This term of office 
and manner of selection has pre- 
vailed ever since. 

The Superior Court, which is 
also composed of seven members, 
was not provided for by the Con- 
stitution. It was created in 1895 by 
the General Assembly because it 
was becoming difficult for the Su- 
preme Court to handle the increas- 
ing volume of legal business. The 
Judges of this body are elected for 
a term of 10 years and may seek 
le-election. 

The Supreme Court is the final 
tribunal to which appeal may be 
made in civil cases when the 
amount in controversy exceeds 
$2500 and also in cases of felon- 
ious homicide. The Superior Court 
has final jurisdiction in ciil cases 
in which the amount involved does 
not exceed $2500 and also in all 
criminal cases except felonious 
homicide. The Superior Court 
hears appeals involving the Public 
Utility Commission and work- 
men's compensation cases.

In scope and in cost the plan will usher in a period of 
development and improvement that is almost fabulous. Its

An appropriation of $4,000 has 
been made by the County Com- 
missioners to the Montgomery 
County Agricultural Extension 
Association for 1944. The appro- 
priation was increased by $1,000 
over the sum allotted last year, at 
the request of a committee of the 
association including James S. 
Wood, Sr., of Pennsburg R. D.; 
Charles Wismer and S. Walter 
Stearly, both of Collegeville, to- 
gether with R. G. Waitz, County 
Agricultural Agent. Higher oper- 
ating expenses and increased ser- 
vices to farmers were cited by the 
commtitee. The County Commis-

To give the average citizen an 
idea of the extent- of planning 
going on it, might be said that all 
the services he now receives will ; 
be brought back to pre-war stand- : 
ards and from that point greatly 
amplified. For example, he can : 
look forward to extensive road 
improvements. cleaner streets, 
more playground areas, additional 
sewerage facilities. community \ 
centers, more parking facilities in [ 
local shopping centers, better po- ; 
lice and fire protection, new safe-: 
guards for health, etc. , 

Roughly the postwar plan will! 
cover a six year period. Projects; 
will be rated according to their: 
urgency. Improvements, that have 
been postponed during war years 
because of the lack of materials 
and manpower, will be made first. 
When it simmers down to actual 
projects these projects will be 
classified according to their im- 
portance when the general post- 
war plan is forwarded to the State j 
Planning Commission. | 

Before the postwar plan be- 



comes a reality it is understood 
civic groups and residents will be 
given an opportunity to make sug- 
gestions and discuss broader as- 
pects of the plan in the making. 
Public hearing- dates may be set 
for various phases of the work 
such highway improvements, sew- 
er extensions, health work, etc. 
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ing- as chairman of the local com- 
mittee in charge of the Institute. 

"Every community regardless of 
size, does a certain amount of 
planning, whether it is described 
by that term or not." he said. At 
this Institute, we simply want to 
get across the idea that planning 
should be an integral part of what- 
ever a municipality is doing, and 
point to several fields where the 
principles of planning are of vital 
importance."
